that was ſeen in moſt part of Englara, being ſeen 

inthe Cirmament to get the upper-hand of each 
other, and in a ſmall time they vaniſhed ; this is called 
by Phyloſophers a Farily, which after the laſt three 
Suns as was ſeen, was 2 little before Queen Mary be- 
gan her bloody Reign, and in the late Wars in 44 » 
not ſince untill on the 23d of January 1681. 

The ſecond wonderful Sign as was ſeen, was on the 
4th of Deceriber 1681, of a fiery flammg Sword that 
was ſeen in ſeveral parts in the Weft of England, and 
in South-Wales, in Carmarthen, and in the County of 
Cornwall, and in other parts beyond the Seas, as many 
Seamen can teſtife ; This flaming Sword pointing ta 


the Earth, and ſometimes it ſhow'd as if it moved 


and ſhaked towards the Earth, until the Clouds inter- 
poſed between that and us as hindered them from the 
fight of it ; it continued for half an hour viſible, and 


-3en vaniſhed quite away : ?tis obſerved that the like 


rodigy was ſeen before Jeruſalem was deſtroyed, 
»here there hapened ſuch a Famine in the Land , but 

ſpecially in the City of Jer»/alem, that the women 
was forc'd to eat their own Children, as you may read 
at large in the Hiſtory of loſephus : 

The third ſtrange Prodigy, is of two Armies that 
was ſeen to engage againſt each other in the Firmament 
over the City of Exeter in Devonſhire on the 27th of 
December 1680, the one Army coming from the North 
of Heaven and the other from the Seurh, they conti- 


'nued for ſome two houres vii!ble fighting » the North 


Army was worſted, and there were heard the noiſe of 
wourded men as they ſuppoſed in the Ayr after the 
Battel was ended. This is obſerved the like Prodigy 
was ſeen before the breaking out of the late Rebellion, 
and not fince, till now, which from the like Good 
Lord deliver us. ;
